TF lawmaker hopes 
for better results

BOISE - After a long summer 
of toil, a Twin Falls legislacor is 
putting his work to the test. 

' Rep. Randy Hansen, -R-Twin 
Falls, unveiled his bill aimed at 
keeping guns off of Idaho school 
campuses Tuesday in a meeting 
of the House' Judiciary and Rules 
Committee. 

He’s hoping the new legislation 
-will become law: Last year, 
Hansen watched a similar ver- 
sion of his bill move through both 
houses of the Legislature, only to 
be vetoed by Gov. Dirk 
Kempthome. 

Kempthomc wasn’t troubled 
by the idea behind the bill, but 
he was worried that technical 
aspects -o f the bill might not 
stand up to court scrutiny.

“Tlie changes make a Svorld of 
difference,” Hansen said. 

This year, Ha'nscn also has 
expanded the types of weapons 
banned. Previously only hand- 
guns were covered. The new l)ill 
includes any “deadly or danger- 
ous ’weapon" which includes 
“everything down to a knife \rith 
a 2 1/2-inch blade.” he said. 

The new bill also gives employ- 
ees the right to search .all stu- 
dents or minors and their posses- 
sions and lockers if there is rea- 
son to suspect a violation. 

The bill also allows several 
exemptions for peace officers, 
contracted school security and

Boeing 727 lands at Detroit with- 
out ever getting clearance from 
the tower. 

“We all sat there in stunned 
silence. We could not believe 
what we had just done,” a mem- 
ber of the 727 flight crew wrote. 
“Fatigue was definitely a factor.” 

Close calls and mistakes like 
these don't make the news. But 
the files at the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration's aviation safety 
reporting office are full of reports 
from pilots too tired to use good 
Please see PILOTS.

of improving foster care program 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Prompted by moving tales of 
neglect and abuse, the federal 
government seized new powers 
Tuesday to protect the nation’s 
_hnlfrmiUionjosieiLchildren-and__ 
push states to find them perma- 
nent homes more quickly. 

Under federal rules that will 
take effect in March, federal 
health officials will, for the first 
time, interview children and fos- 
ter parents to check for signs of 
abuse or neglect, conduct inspec- 
tions at state agencies and moni- 
tor programs for recruiting adop- 
tive parents. 

States would also be required 
to conduct criminal background 
checks on prospective foster and 


adoptive parents. Those states 


dted for doing a poor job protect- 
uld- 


ing children could lose up to 14 
percent of their federal child wel- 
fare funds each year. “This regu- 
Jation.dcmonstraies.a.criticaLand. 
significant shift in holding states 
accountable for children’s safety 
and permanency while promot- 
ing their well-being,’’ Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Donna Sholala said. 

The new powers were granted 
to Shalala’s department in recent 
laws passed by Congress that 
shifted the focus in foster care to 
protecting children from abuse 
rather than making their return 
to their biological families the 
first priority. 


More than 540,000 U.S. chil- 
dren are in fbster^care - many 
removed from homds because of 
abuse and neglect. Most return to 
their parents, but others stay in 
, foster ca re because of continu ing 
threats. Lawmakers began acting 
in 1997 to give the government a 
greater voice in the $7.5 billion a 
year foster care system. They 
were moved in part by harrowing 
talcs of neglect .and abuse in 
some state programs.

Energy secretary says strategic reserve 
won’t be tapped to ease high fuel prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Despite soaring fuel prices and 
tightening supplies. Energy 
Secretary Bill Richardson on 
Tuesday niled out using the U.S. 
strategic reserve to help case the 
price spiral, which has included a 
sudden jump in the cost of heat- 
ing oil. 

In a wide-ranging interview 
with The Associated Press, 
Richardson said he hasn’t decid- 
ed against .seeking elective office 
again in the future. But the for- 
mer congressman says he now 


prefers an ‘‘executive-type posi- 
tion’’ - possibly a hint at his feel- 
ings about speculation that he 
could become Al Gore’s running 
mate. 

Richardson said while the 
administration is concerned 
about increasing oil prices, “the 
market should dictate prices’’ 
and not government interven- 
tion. “I'iio not anticipate trigger- 
ing the Strategic Petroleum 
Reserve. Those (stocks) are used 
for emergencies.’’ 

As Richardson spoke, Pres- 


ident Clinton at the White 
House announced he would 
boost healing oil assistance for 
low-incomc families under a pro- 
gram administered by the 
Health and Human Services 
Department. 

The move, aimed largely at 
New England where there is 
heavy reliance on oil for healing, 
came as a winter blizzard 
dumped 10 to 16 inches of sno%v 
on the Northeast - and just a 
week before the critical New 
Hampshire presidential primary. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Elian 
Gonzalez’s Florida relatives must 
make the boy available for a 
meeting with his Cuban grand- 
mothers Wednesday at a neutral 
site, the Justice Department 
ruled Tuesday.

Hatch finishes last in Iowa,

“He’s not taking any calls. 
We’re even having trouble get- 
ting him on llie pliont.*,” 
spokesman Paul Smith said. 

Hatch jumped into the GOP 
race only last summer, months or 
years after some other con- 
tenders were actively building 
tiieir campaigns. He asked for 
one million donors to give hi,in 
$36 cadi to raise $36 million, but 
received only about S2.5 million 
from 15,000 conirilniitirs.

I feel compelled to make public a 
growing concern 1 have with the 
Hazelton City Council. In a nutshell, I 
hnve <iuestioned the council’s decision 
to establish a city police force. Also, the 
council has made decisions which have 
negatively affected my business. 

Hazclton employs two certified police 
officers. One patrols Hazelton between 
8 n.m. and 5 p.m. while the other one 
performs city maintenance (they switch 
duties each week). The council has 
never explained to me, or anyone else 
that I know of, how they arc.going to get 
the city maintenance done with one 
man. There have been several cuts in • 
services that (he city has historically 
performed. The council’s answer seems 
(o be tiiat the cut scr\-ices are the prop- 
erly owners’ responsibility (such as 
maintaining alleys). The council also 
claims that (he ciiy is simply growing 
too large for i( (o continue performing 
some of its historical services (I count 
four new homes). 

I do not believe that the city can 
afford the salaries they are paying for a 
police force without further cuts in ser- 
vices or raising fees. The council’s No. 1 
prioNty of providing law enforcement 
for eiglit hours a day is coming at the 
expense of other city services. I 
expressed this opinion at several council 
meetings. Afterward, I found out that 
tlic city is now purchasing healing oil 
for the City Hull from' an out-of-town 
supplier instead of my business. The 
mayor assures me that their decision 
was made prior to my comments made 
at their council meetings. However, 
nothing was ever said to me about the 
decision until I contacted the mayor. 

Tliis situation is a prime example of 
the council not discussing their decisions 
with die citizens of Hazelton.

Griff- is trying to prove that Curry 
Bean owes It more than $500,000 for a 
shipment of beans that It says was never 
paid for. Griff says the .beans were 
delivered to Curry Bean in June 1996, 
but by November. 1998 no payment had 


been received. . 

Richard Griff, of Griff Inc., testified 
Tuesday that he has spent more than 2,000 
hours analyzing recow to track down the 
shortfall. - 

Curry Bean, however, contends that 
the $500,000 amount is far above what It 
owes Griff, defense lawyer Richard 
Bevan said. 

Curry Bean received the beans in 
1996 but didn’t sell them until a year 
later when the selling price was lower, 


and payment is given at the time of 
selling, not the time of delivery, he 
said. ' 

- The difference between the two 
amounts reaches a few hundred thousand 
dollars. 

The trial, which continues today at 9:30 
n.m.. Is expected to end Friday.

: SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Mormon church president 
Gordon B. Hinckley will meet

;LA school board votes to abandon toxic site ‘ 



: LOS ANGELES (AP) -The Los 
;Angelcs Unified school board 
voted 5-2 Tuesday to abandon a 
itoxic site where the nation’s 
costliest high school was under 
construction. 

Interim Superintendent Ra- 
mon Cortines had asked board 
■members to delay their vote for 
60 days to give the Los Angeles 
Unified School District more 
time to study alternatives to 
scrapping the school. 

.The Belmont Learning 
Complex was supposed to be the 
crown jewel of the nation’s sec- 
ond-largest school district, with 
room for 5300 students in a des- 
perately overcrowded part of 
downtown. Instead, construction 
was halted after the district spent 
$170 million because of environ- 
mental concerns. 

. The complex was built on an 
old oil field, and officials fear it 


could be contaminated with 
hydrogen sulfide and methane 
gas that could form explosive 
pockets under the foundation. 

The debate over Belmont is one 
of the biggest issues in the belea- 
guered district, which recently 
lost its superintendent, in part, 
because of the Belmont debade. 

Board members took up the 
issue Tuesday at an emotional 
meeting. Stacy Torres, a senior at 
the old, overcrowded Belmont 
High School, urged board mem- 
bers to complete the new campus 
for the ne« student body. 

“We are tired of hearing 
unmeaningful words and false 
promises,” she said. . 

County Supervisor' Gloria 
Molina, who represents the area, 
however, urged the board to 
delay action until a study Is done 
on the costs' of deaning the site. 

• '“This is a community that has 


been waiting on empty -promises 
for decades,” Molina said. “If this 
is a board that does not have the 
integrity to live up to the promis- 
. cs of the past, how can we trust 
the promises of the future?” 

In October, an expert panel set 
up just to dedde what to do with 
the school voted 4-3 to recom- 
mend that it be completed, with 
provisions made to deal with pos- 
sible environmental problems. 

The commissioners who voted 
for completing the project said 
starting over at a new site would 
ilcostJar more, push back the:., 
opening of a new school many 
years and force thousands of stu- 
dents to be bused from the area 
to other campuses. 

Last week, interim Superin- 
tendent Ramon Cortines pro- 
posed transforming the school 
into an administrative office and 
warehouse, because environmen- 


tal regulations for adults are not 
as strict as th^ arc for children. 

District employees who would 
move to Belmont under Cortines’ 
plan said they feared for their 
safety. Neighborhood residents 
and students, upset by over- 
crowded conditions and long bus 
commutes to other schools, held 
rallies urging completion of the 
high school.

Citizens refuse to pay property taxes 


^ LEWISTON (AP) - A district 
judge has reaffirmed his ruling 
the Nez Perce Indian Reservation 
Was diminished when the tribe 
sold much of its land at the turn 
of the century. 

Fifth District Judge Barry 
Wood issued the ruling in 
reprise to a request by the U.S. 
government to clarify an earlier 
ruling on the reservation bound- 
ary. 

j^ez Perce leaders argue Wod.^ 
a^in misapplied a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling regarding the 
Yankton Sioux Reservation in 
South Dakota to their case. 

In November, Wood held that a 
1893 land sale agreement 
reduced the reservation to just a 
fraction of the land the tribe orig- 
inally inhabited. That was part of 
a'ruiing rejecting the tribe’s 12- 
y^-old legal battle for much of 
the water in the lower Snake, 
Clearwater, Salmon and Weiser 
rivers. 

In Friday’s ruling, Wood first 
deals with the U.S. government’s 
assertion it did not know dimin- 
ishment was an issue in the 
tribe’s water claims cose. 


Geographic scope of the on- 
reservation fishing right was 
brought up in numerous court . 
documents from the tribe and the 
government. Wood wrote. 

And the Treaty of 1863 and the 
land sale agreement of 1893 - the 
Hrst created the reservation as it 
■is known today and the second 
sold off much of the land inside it 
- were considered, he wrbier 

In light of a recent U.S. 
Supreme Court case that unani- 
mously agreed the Yankton 
Sioux reservation had been 
diminished by a similiar land sale 
agreement, he could not con- 
clude differently. 

“It is inconceivable that the 
government would buy the ceded 
land for the primary purpose of 
opening it up to settlcmOnt but 
intended to allow the tribe to 
reserve what would essentially 
be most of the water,” Wood 
wrote. 

“It seems to this court that 
the Supreme Court has the final 
say on the issue of diminish- 
ment. The 1998 Yankton Sioux 
decision would supersede all 
previous court decisions on the 


topic,” he said. 

Of important note is the con- 
gressional act that allowed land 
to ^ sold to homesteaders on the 
Yankton Sioux reservation also 
allowed the sale of land on the 
Nez Perce ground, he wrote. 

Wood indudes an excerpt from 
the annual report of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
for 1894, which says the agree- 
ments will restore about 880,000 
acres to the public 

“How could the land and water 
be both restored to the public 
domain of the United States, yet 
still be part of the reservation, 
two totally different sovereigns,” 
Wood wrote. 

Nez Perce Tribal Executive 
Committee Chairman Samuel 
Penney said Wood is in, error 
once more. The issue already is 
before the Idaho'Supreme Courr 
and he hopes that panel will 
require Wood to consider infor- i 
motion that distinguishes the I 
Yankton case from the Nez | 
Perce. 

He added his tribe’s case is 
based on treaty-based fishing 
rights rather than land. .

IDEAS FOR MAKING 
SCREENS 

• My favorite materials for 
folding screens arc salvaged 
architectural pieces such os shut- 
ters, windows and doors. Scour 
flea markets and tag sales, and 
check with the staff at a good 

• hardware store for advice on how 
to link the panels. Doubleacdon 
hinges fold in both directions to 
moke a screen more flexible, but 
some larger, heavier screens 
should be linked with single- 
action hinges for stability. 

• If you come across an old 
screen, revamp it. Replace fabric 
panels, give it a new coat of paint 

* or cover flat panels with maps, 
wallpaper or meet cork, turning 
a screen into a bullcdn bWd. 

. • A simple wood-paneled 
screen is easy to moke, using flve 
l-by-12-inch stock pine boards. 
Have your lumberyard cut the 
boards to the length you desire. 
Solid wood is heavy, so a shorter 
screen (3 to 4 feet high) is easiest 
;^o manage. Sand the woo<^ prime 
It, then lightly sand again. You 
can give the screen a unified 
'appearance by painting all the 
panels the some color, or use sev- 
eral slightly different colors. Join 
the boards with 3/4-inch double- 
action hinges: Screw the hinges 
into the edges of the boards 12 
inches from top and bottom. 

: Attach rubber-ball “feet“ to the 
bottom of each board to protect 
floors from scratches. 

• A fabric-covered screen is 
light and mobile. For the panels, 
use heavy-duty artist’s-canvas 

“stretcherspwhich'you’ll find at' 
art-supply stores. Cut two pieces 
of artist’s linen (also available at 
art-supply stores) for each pan^ 
adding 2 inches all around. It is 
<^est to stretch and staple the 
fabric along one side of the 
frame, then the opposite, for 
good tension across the face of 
Uie panel. Then stretch and sta- 
ple along the top and bottom 
edges. Repeat on the reverse side 
of die panel Trim any excess fab- 
ric, and cover the stapled edges 
\ridi twill binding tape attached 
with fabric glue.' Connect the 
screen panels with double-action 
stoinle^-steel hinges.

Schoolteacher fights 
trend of fewer people 
knowing cooking skills

TWIN FALLS - If the current 
trend continues, many say, 
future meals will be eaten in a 
restaurant or ordered out 
because nobody except profes- 
sional&will know how to cook. . 

Judy Schroeder, a family. and 
consumer sci- 
ence teacher at 

Twin Falls High ... there may come a 


cooh their ow/i meals. 


taught consumer 
science (it used 

to be called 

home econom- 
ics) for 23 years. And she’s well 
aware of the problem. Through 
the years, she has watched the 
no^:ooklng trend develop.- 

In the early days, 40 to 50 per- 
cent of the lads who enrolled in 
Schroedcr’s classes didn’t know . 
how to cook, she said. Now the 
percent of kids who don’t know 
how to cook is closer to 70 per- 
cent. 

If this trend continues, there 
may come a day when nobody 
will be able to cook their own 
meals. Everybody, will have to 
go to a restaurant, have their 
food delivered or buy frozen TV 
dinners. 

The causes of the failure to 
teach children to cook are com- 
plex, Schroeder said. Causes, 
range from an cconomy»which 
requires both Mom and Dad to 
work to the many distractions 
demanding the attention of 
young people'- television, com- 
puters, the Internet. 

The fast-paced society is also 
at fault, with people running 
from one activity to the next. 
Kids, these days, arc pretty 
much on their own, Schroeder 
said. 

Families arc not cadng meals 
together, but arc dining out 
more often. Fast food is becom- 
ing the norm. 

The idea is that if families 
would set aside a couple of 


evenings a week to cat dinner 
together and rotate meal cook- 
ing responsibilities, it would 
help motivate kids to learn to 
cook. Or one person could do the 
cooking and someone else could 
do the clean-up. 

Meals could once again 
become the time when the fami- 
ly shares cares, interests and 
thoughts. The 
meals don’t have 
to be complicat- 
ed; simple dishes 
are often the best 


tasting, 
Schroeder said. 

An encourag- 
ing trend she has seen in the 
past few years is that boys now 
make up nearly a third of the 
enroUmenr in-her cooking class- 
es. 

Schroeder offers the following 
quick-and-casy recipes to get 
kids started cooking. She said 
the first step is washing your 
hands. 

BREAKFAST PIZZA 
1/2 pound cooked sausage 
1 cup shredded Cheddar 
cheese 

4 eggs, beaten 
-1/2 teasptrah salt 
1 can refrigerator rolls 
1 pound thawed uncooked 
hashbrows 

1/2 cup shredded Swiss 
cheese 

1/4 cup milk 
^ 1/4 teaspoon pepper 
. Diced onion and green pepper 
Pat rolls into place on a pizza 
pan or cookie sheet to form a cir- 
cle. Spoon cooked sausage over 
crust. Sprinkle with potatoes, 
cheese, onion and peppers. Beat 
eggs, milk, salt and pepper. Pour 
over remaining ingredients. 
Bake at 375 degrees for 25 to 30 
minutes. Top with catsup or 
salsa, if desired. Serves 4.

Dear Cathy: I'm moving to 
Colorado, Zone 4, and want to 
put roses in my new garden. Is it 
important to buy roses from a 
company from the'colder zones? 
Fve seen the rose I want both in 
North Carolina nurseries: as well 
'as Canadian. Is there a difference 
in root stock? 

-Rosy All Over 

Dear Rosy: Those are great 
questions. I do prefer to buy fiom 
the smaller nurseries up north. 


Most often they grow roses on 
their own roots, which make 
them hardier in cold climates. 
That’s because a lot of growers 
offer roses that are grafted onto 
rootstocks, and when you lose the 
graft to winter, youVc lost the 
rose. Some northern growers sell 
-roses-hardy-to-Zone 2.-So,-if-you— 
want-to grow great roses, start 
cut with great roses. 

When you're tempted by less- 
hardy rbses, and you will be, 
remember that mulching and 
water arc the secrets to winter 
care. Mulching to keep the roses 
cold'all winter, and water to 
make sure the roots aren’t drying 
out 

The best rosc-ptc^ng advice 1 
can give you: Go to your local 
Rose Society, or the American 
Rose Sodety (w-ww.ars.com) and 
join. Wh'cn you do, you will get 
the ARS Handbook , which lists 
. all roses on. the market today,, 
and their hardiness rating, 1*10 
(and there arc no perfect 10s). 

l^t little booldct ts worth its 


weight in gold. You also get a 
monthly magazine, "The 
American Rose.” tvhich is chock- 
full of good rose care. 

Tip of the Week: If yOur kids 
have participated in your com- 
posting efforts, they probably 
-foiind-ihe-whole-thing-prctty— 
boring. After all, the results 
don’t come overnight. Try a lit- 
tle magic: a small-scale - and 
much faster - compostcr they 
can pul in a sunny window. Cut 
the top off a gallon milk jug.and 
paint the jug black. Next, punch 
holes around the sides of the jug 
to promote air circulation. Now 
for the fun part. Gather up gra» 
clippings, leaves and kitchen 
scraps, making sure everything 
is chopped fairly fine (or in the 
case of leaves, well crumbled). 
You can put the orange peels 
thfoug li the blender first. Thro w 
.evcryiHuig into the jug.and add .. 
a couple of handfuls of garden 
soil not potting soil, which is 
sterilized', but real dirt, com- 


plete with soil organisms. Put 
the jug in a sunny window sill. 
Let the kids give the mixture a 
good stir every couple of days 
and sprinkle it with water if-it 
seems to be drying out. Before 
too long (with luck, before inter- 
est wanes), the material in your 


miniature compost bin will 
begin turning into actual com- 
post.

LOS ANGELES - No one ques- 
tions tile’s place in the bathroom 
or the kitchen, but in the garden? 

Once found outdoors primarily 
on big Spanish-.style estates or 
used sparingly around the water- 
line in swimming pools, colorful 
ceramic tiles arc now brightening 
—gardens in ordinary neighbor- 
hoods, sometimes u.scd in extra- 
ordinary ways. 

Garden makers have discov- 
ered all sorts of'places to use 
ceramic tiles outdoors - around -- 
entries, on door frames and win- 
dow on planter boxes, cover- 
ing outdoor fireplaces and 
kitchens, on the risers of steps, 
inserted into paving, on fountains 
and even covering garden bench- 

- cs. 

“Tiles can put an individual 
stamp on a garden,” said land- 
scape architect Andrea Gardner 
of West Los Angeles. 'They say 
that this is not just another bird- 
of-paradise and ficus garden. It’s 
fun to bring the color of. tile out 
into the landscape." 

- The tiles u.sed outdoors run the 
gamut from traditional Spanish- 
inspired tiles to contemporary 
glass mosaics to antiques from 
the 1920s through the 1940s., 
Even broken tiles have found a 
home in the garden. 

And while broken tiles cost 
almost nothing, antique tiles can 
cost as much as S200 each. 
Installation can run from $5 to 
S20 a square foot, or do it your- 
self. . 

Mark and Jan Hilbert’s land- 
scape at their contemporary 
Spanish-siyle home in. Newport 
Beach, south of Los 'Angeles in 
Orange County, was literally 
designed around their valuable 
collection of cement Hillside 
plaques, urns, and one old bench 

- all'of which have embedded 
antique Malibu or Clay Craft 
tiles. 

Hillside is a general term 
given to the cement and tile 
work of several companies in the 
Los Angeles area in the 1930s 
and 1940s. In designing their

These work like a cat- 
alytic converter in your car to 
'reduce polludon.'By using a cata- 
lyst hidden up inside the ftrebox, 
the dancing gas flames can be 
made to look more like real wood 
flames while emitting very little 
CO. 

The key to safe operation is to 
follow the manufacturer's usage 
guidelines. A vent-free fireplace 
should be used for supplemental 
heat only. Install the proper size 
(gas usage) log set for your cli- 
mate and airtightness of your 
house. Do not use it continuous- 
ly or while you are sleeping.

Egg safety 


The versatility of eggs is amaz- ‘ 
ing. They arc nutritious, economi* 
cal and abo%’c all delicious. 

. Eggs have been reviled in the 
~pasr fortheir high cholesterol'and“ 
potential to harbor bacteria. But 
more recently they have been 
somewhat rehabilitated, in part 
because studies have shown that 
the cholesterol from foods such as 
eggs (the yolk of a large egg con* 
tains about 215 milligrams) 
doesn’t seem to raise people’s 
blood cholesterol to the degree 
that saturated fats do, according 
to the American Dietetic 
Association’s “Complete Food & 
Nutrition Guide.”

Remove from the heat when the 
eggs are still slightly wet; they

Omelets are basically scram- 


bled eggs that are allowed to set 
without stirring. The most com* 
mon type, is a rolled omelet (also 
called a French omelet), which, 
usually is filled with cheese or 
vegetables before it is rolled onto - 
d’plate. Flat omelets are not fold- 
ed over, but instead flipped and 
cooked on both sides, such as an , 
Italian frittata or a Spanish pota-* ' 
to tortilla. A third type is a scuf- 
fled or puffy omelet, which is 
made by separating the whites 
from the.yolks, bcazihg them^ 

' until stiff and folding them back 
into the yolks. It is baked in the 
oven to finish. 

To succcufully hard-cook egg^ 
put them'in a small saucepan, 
cover with cold water and add a 
pinch of salt. Cover tlic pot and 
heat it to boil over high heat. As 
soon as the water boils, remove 
from the heat; let the eggs stand 


in the water 15 to 20 minutes. To 
peel, roll an egg on its side, crush- 
ing the outer shell. Then put it 
under cool running water and 
peel off the shell. 

Poached eggs are cooked in 
simmering water with vinegar 
and salt, which help the egg 
whites coagulate before they 
have time to spread. For eight 
eggs, fill a saucepan with 1 quan 
of water, 3 tablespoons vinegar 
and 1 teaspoon salt. Heat water 
to a boil, then reduce to a sim- 
mer. Quickly and carefully break 
eggs one at a time into a small 
bowl and slip them into the 
water. When the egg whites are

lift the eggs out with a- slotted

J.C. Penne'y moves 
to consolidate 
purchasing for stores ,

PLANO, Texas - J.C. Penney 
Co. is centralizing its buying 
functions in Plano for its 1,150 
department- stores-^including-— 
ones in the Magic Valley - which 
■■ will free store managers to - 
improve customer service and 
merchandise presentation, the 
retailer said this week. 

That process, which starts next 
month and is expected to include 
all merchandise categories dur- 
ing the first quarter of 2001, was 
the focus of a three-day meeting 
in Dallas last week attended by 
nearly 1,500 regional, district, 
merchandise,. marketing andj. 
operations managers. 

The sessions were- led by. 
Vanessa Castagna, executive vice 
president and chief operating 
— officeroFJ;C.-Penney stores,-men~ 
chandising, catalog and e-com- 
ntcice. She called it a “dynamic” 
meeting: "The energy was fantas- 
tic. I've gotten 50 or 60 e-mails 
just today from store managers 
, who are exdted.” * 

Castagna said the changes are 
“fundamental” and “very com- 
prehensive” and go well beyond 
what was started two years ago 
when about 1,700 jobs were elim- 
inated as the retailer moved 
more of the buying decisions to 
headquarters from its stores. 

This time, changes will-not 
require staff cuts, she said. The 
approach used then was an 
improvement, but “still did not 
enable timely, ^hion-nght, cus- 
tomcr-focused assortments.” 
“Ultimately, customers will 
find more of what they wont from 
J.C. Penney, and less clutter, in a 
variety of topping environments 
that meet the needs of their busy 
lives,” Castagna said. These 
changes will build on the three 
ways Penney reaches its cus- 
tomers: stores, catalog and 
Internet, she said. 

The transition is “massive,” 
Castagna said, “and that's why it 
will take a year.”

Consumer confidence surges in January 


NEW YORK (AP) - Consumer 
confidence soared in January to 
the hipest level recorded since 
the index began in the 1960s. 

“People looking for confirma- 
tion that, the consular confi- 
dence bubble will somz^burst have 
a further wait in-store,” said Lynn 
Franco, research director for the 
Conference Board, which report- 
ed the measurement Tuesday. 

The confidence index, a key 
indicator measuring the force 
behind the economy’s long 
expansion, rose to 144.7 in 
January, up from 141.7 in 
December. It was the highest 
level in the 32 years that the busi- 
ness-financed research group has 
been keeping the measurement. 
The performance was stronger 
than expected. 

Consumer senti ment is clo sely 

watcHcd'by economists since 
sfMmding by consumers makes'up 
about two-thirds of the nation’s 
overall economic activity.' 


“Consumers have every reason to 
be optimistic. There is just noth- 
ing going wrong,” said Mark 
Zandi, on economist at Regional 
Financial Associates in West 
Chester, Pa. 

“Unemployment is as low as its 
ever been, wage growth is robust 
and accelerating, and most 
important of all is the booming 
stock market,” he said. “Until the 
stock market cools, confidence 
will not weaken and consumers 
will not stop spending.” 

Both components of the confi- 
dence index improved - con- 
sumers’ assessment of current 
business conditions as well as 
their expectadons for the future. 

The monthly survey of 5,000 
U.S. households reported 47 per- 
cent of those responding rated 
_the current business environment . 
“good” and 54 percent said jobs 
were “plendful.”

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Budget writers slash $2.6M more, cite administration objections 


BOISE (AP) - Over ihe stated 
objections of the Kempthorne 
administradon, legisladve budget 
writers on Tuesday slashed 
another S2.6 million from the 
governor’s modest spending blue- 
print as they continued to amass 
cash for their own priorities. 

' ' In a series of votes, the Joint 
Finance-Appropriations 
Committee cut $1 million from 
the amount Gov. Dirk Kemp- 
'thome wants to spend on housing 
prison inmates in county jails and 
a private prison in New Mexico. 

And then the House-Senate 
panel slashed Sl.S million from 
the emergency appropriation 
KOTpthome said was needed to 
cover health care costs for the 
poor under the Medicaid pro- 
gram. Costs through December 
were running more than 10 per- 
cent higher than expected, in

some part because more children 
are being found eligible as they 
apply for another health care 
subsidy. 

Administration analysts sug- 
gested that the reductions 
would likely have to be made up 
in the 2000-2001 budget since 
bills the governor’s proposals 
would have covered will be 
pushed into the new fiscal year 
that starts July 1. 

Medicaid analyst Judy Row- 
bury said the governor had been 
looked at the committee proposal 
and was-skeptical because “we’re

BOISE (AP) - Legislative bud- 
get writers on Tuesday clearly 
directed the Fish and Game 
Department to spend cash from 
a 52 set-aside from every fish- 
ing-hunting and fishing only 
license on'fishcrics improve- 
ments. 

But the Joint Finance-Appro- 
priations Committee did not 
attack the validity of retaining 
the seven special funds financed 
with earmarked amounts from 
sportsmen’s fees. 

The committee voted unani- 
mously to increase spending from 
the special fund for construction, 
repair and rehabilitation of 
.hatcheries and fishing waters to 
its maximum for this year, nearly 
$450,000. 

Legislative budget analysts 
maintained last summer that the 
deportment had foiled to comply 
with the 1990 law earmarl^g 52 
from each fishing license for 
improvements because it was not 
spending the full amount collea- 
ed each year for that purpose. 

But at the same time, they 
pointed out that the set-asides - 
seven in all - had overcomplicat- 
ed agency budgeting and led to 
micromanaging for a department 
that has been up against the 
financial wall since the mid- 
■ 1990s. 

While the department spent 
the annual receipts from the set- 
aside and more during the initial 
years, it began cutting back when 
cash become tight to keep overall 
operations afloat. 

But special-interest groups 
from bird hunters and salmon 
anglers to landowners have 
spent the better part of the last 
two decades convincing lawmak- 


ers to set-aside revenue for their 
pet projects. They took the ini- 
tiative after being repeatedly 
told there was not enough regu- 
lar money to meet those de- 
mands. 

.The fisheries enhancement dis- 
pute only underscored the con- 
flict between those interests and 
the department's responsibility 
for overall resource manage- 
ment. 

The $2 set-aside generated an 
average of $450,000 a year initial- 
ly, and the department supple- 
mented that with other money to 
do even more improvement pro- 
jects. In 1994, in' fact, it spent 
twice what the set-aside, brought 
in. 

But then in 1996 when the set- 
aside generated $586,000, only 
$336,000 was spent as ocher 
budget pressures began build- 
ing. Revenue averaged just 
under $500,000 the next three 
y ear s, but $150, 000 or less was 
spent annually as the depart-”' 
ment’s financial picture dark- 
ened. 

Interim Director Jerry Mallet 
maintained that the set-aside - 
just like any other fund - was 
kept on a running balance, posi- 
tive or negative, and that cash 
spent in excess of revenues in the 
first five years was simply being 
recovered in the lost four. 

But legisladve budget analysts 
maintained that lawmakers 
intended all the annual set-aside 
revenue be spent and that addi- 
tional cash be diverted for 
improvements os well; Keeping a 
running balance to reclaim 
amounts spent in excess of rev- 
enue in the early 1990s undercuts 
that intent, he said.

' This year, he found an eager 
buyer for his new short subject 
amid bidders hungry for quick- 
hit cncercainmcnt to distribute 
over the Internet and through 
other new channels. 

The 22-year-old Rcitman, son 


of “Ghostbusters” director Ivan 
Rcitman, signed with AtomFilms, 
which acquires shorts to broad- 
cast on its Web site and sells its 
movies to run in theaters, air-, 
planes and on television. 

The short-subject movie, once 
mainly a lab exercise for dircc- ’ 
tors to show their talent in hopes 
of breaking into feature films, is 
becoming an end in itself as 
technology creates different 


ways to deliver material to view- 
ers. ' 

Interest in short movies is hot- 
ter than ever at Sundance. 
Internet buyers are cutting dcal.s 
with directors of the 50-pIus short 
films showing through next week- 
end and arc being Inundated 
with videos from short movie- 
makers whose features 'did not 
make the festival cut. 

The festival includes seminars . 


on distributing or marketing ftlm.s 
over the Internet. There's on inter- 
active lounge showcasing new 
entertainment technology. 
Companies such as Mediatrip.com 
and IFilms.com trolled the festival 
to meet with filmihakers and hunt 
for Web situ content. AtomFilms’ 
staff crui.scd Park City in a recre- 
ational vehicle where directors 
could drop off videos for the com- 
pany to con.sider. 


LOGAN, Utah (AP) - A former 
high school teacher from Idaho 
faces an additional sex abuse 
charge stemming from his convic- 
tion last August for sexually 
exploiting four teen-agers; 

Christopher Roy Evans, 29, is 
currendy serving up to 15 years 
at the Utah State Prison for four 
counts of sexual cxploitadon of a 
minor. 

He was back in court Monday 
after another alleged victim 
came forward. 

' Police in Nampa, Idaho were 
contacted. in February when o 
Fred Meyer photo processing lab^ 
found explicit pictures of young 
boys' on a roll of film Evans 
brought in for developing, 
according to Cache County Sher- 
iffs reports. 

Evans was teaching high school 
in Nampa at the rime. 

Officers then searched Evans’ 
home and found a photo album 


containing similar photographs, 
police reports stated. Vi^en ques- 
tioned, Evans reportedly told 
investigators he had taken the 
picttlrcs but none of the boys 
were from Idaho. 

The pictures were taken in 
Cache 'Valley in 1997 when 
Evans was a Utah State Univer- 
sity student. Cache County 
Sheriffs investigators identified 
several of the boys in the pho- 
tographs. 

Evans was charged in May 
with four counts of sexual cx- 
ploitadon of a minor. He pleaded 
guilty to all four charges in 
August. 

Following his conviction, 
another 13-year-oId victim came 
forward. The boy was reportedly 
able to identify himself in one of 
the photographs. 

Evans has been charged with 
aggravated sex abuse of a 
child. 


Newspaper Court had ordered three boys away from house where they died 


SPOKANE - Three young boys who 
died in a house fire weren’t supposed to 
be living there with their mother, a news- 
paper reported Tuesday. 

Under a court order from the Spokane 
Tribe of Indians, the boys were supposed 
to stay with other relatives because of 
their parents’ history of alcohol abuse, 
domestic violence and depression, The 
Spokesman-Review report^. 

:,Thc boys’ mother, Jamesetta Shealeay, 
violated the court order when she took 
the children from the home of her half- 
sister a week before the Jan. 16 fire. 
Anthony Allen' Jr., 6, Malcolm Allen, 5, 
and 2-year-old William Allen died as a 
restilt of the blaze. 

I knew I wasnlt 
supposed to have them, but what was I 
going to do? They wanted to go home,” 
ShesUeay said. “There’s a lot of would’ves 
and coiUd’ves. I know for a fact that if 
they hadn’t been there, . this wouldn’t 
have happened.” 


Police: Man bought gun for murder

accused of planning to kill his estranged 
wife’s boyfriend has been charged with 
conspiracy to commit first-degree mur- 
der. 

Michael P. Evcrsolc, 29, was arrested 
Sunday after' he bought a gun, according 
to court r«cords. Authorities say he 
intended to kill Troy Mitchell. 

“A. patrol officer picked up on it and 
contacted Investigators," Bonner County 
Sheriffs Capt. John Valdez said. “They 
did some undercover work and got some 
admissions on this person on tape.” 

Court acquits sergeant of charges 

FORT HALL - Two years after he lost 
his job for allegedly using excessive 
force, former patrol sergeant Robert 


Woody said he has been vindicated, but 
at a price. 

Woody, a Navajo tribal member, was 
acquitted in U.S. District Court on a civil 
rights violation that stemmed from an 
inddem with a man in Fort Hall during 
an arrest nvo years ago. Woody said that 
while it was nice to have his name 
cleared, “they dragged my name and 
reputation tlirough the mud and discred- 
ited me. They kicked me out on the 
street.” 

Woody was put on investigative leave 
after the inddent by acting Police Chief 
Paul Maimer and later terminated by the 
new chief, Vernon Alvarez. 

But Alvarez said that Woody was ter- 
minated on on unrelated matter. 

Woody said his family was refused gov- 
ernment contract services such as med- 
ical insurance as a result. That was par- 
ticularly harsh, he said, because his 
daughter receives leukemia treatments 
in Salt Lake City, 


Tlie court found Woody innocent of all 
allegations by the suspect and other tri^ 
al officers. 

Avalanche victim remains serious 

IIDAHO FALLS - A 46-year-old 
Minnesota man remained in intensive 
care Tuesday after being caught in an 
avalanche on the Targhee National 
Forest last weekend. 

But officials at Eastern Idaho Regional 
Medical Center declined to detail the 
injuries Ray Schoenfielder suffered 
when the snowmobile he was riding near 
the UonHead area on the Idaho-Moncana 
border apparently triggered the av- 
alanche on Saturday.
